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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 119(e) is acknowledged. 
However, the provisional application upon which priority is claimed was filed more than 
one year before the filing date of the present application. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the positional electric 
swith (claim 24), the catch means (claims 25 and 39), and the push button (claim 27) 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 1, 
line 7 from the bottom, "summary" is spelled wrong. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 21-35 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 21 , 
line 6, "tracking device" should be "tracking means" for consistency with the rest of the 
claim. In claim 38, line 7, "planer" should be "planar." Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 24, there is no antecedent basis for "said device." It is unclear what 
device is being referenced. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21-23, 29, 30, and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Walton (US 5793021). 

Walton discloses the invention as claimed including generally vertical tracking 
means 46,48 and a pivot 26. The carrier of Walton is associated with food preparation 
device range R. 

Claims 21-23, 29-33, 36, and 38 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Strachan (US 2222960). 

Strachan discloses the invention as claimed including generally vertical tracking 
means 56 and a pivot 54. The carrier of Strachan is associated with food preparation 
device burner box 27. Burners can comprise resistive elements. See col. 2, line 28. A 
sleeve is shown in Figs. 3. A third wall of the sleeve is shown in Figs. 1 and 2 as the 
front of the unit. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-28, 34, 35, 37, 39, and 40 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Grace (US 4501260) discloses a vertically movable ventilation 
system. Earle (US 3378324) discloses a kitchen having stowable units. Lindemann et 
al. (US 1972628) discloses a range having a movable cover.
